November, one of the wettest

Gov. To Call 


New Session 


Of Assembly 


HARRISBURG (UPI) — Gov. 
William W Scranton said today 
he will call a special session 
of the G eneral Assembly to act 
on $72 million in non-preferred 
appropriations bills despite the 
lack of a com m itm ent by m i­ 
nority D em ocrats to supply the 
votes needed for passage. 


The governor, in a statem ent 
released by his office, said the 
new session will be set as soon 
as the present session working 
on legislative reapportionm ent 
is com pleted. 


Republican legislative leaders 
hoped to end the present ses­ 
sion by the end of this week 
though they have several ob­ 
stacles to clear. 


The appropriations m easures, 
including state aid for hospitals, 
schools, colleges and other in­ 
stitutions, 
have 
been 
stalled 
since the end of the regular 
1963 General Assembly session. 
They were rejected twice be­ 
cause the overwhlming bulk of 
D em ocrats in the House voted 
against them thus blocking the 
necessary two-thirds approval. 


Scranton said he has not yet 
heard 
from 
the 
D em ocratic 
leaders 
in 
the 
legislature 
on 
their present caucus positions. 
He appealed for help in Oct. 28 
letters to Rep. Anthony J. P e­ 
tros ky, W estm oreland, and Sen. 
Charles R. Weiner, Philadelphia 
and then met the two leaders 
on Nov. 12 in a further plea. 


However, 
Scranton 
said 
he 
has been informed by several 
Dem ocratic legislators they now 
are ready to vote for the bills. 
D em ocratic sources have re­ 
ported the issue has not yet 
been put before the minority 
caucuses 
but 
have 
indicated 
there are 
m ore than 
enough 
votes to pass the m easures. At 
least 140 votes are required in 
the House which is controlled 
by the COP 109-100.

Inion Given 
Setback On 
Agency Shop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - By 
unanimous 
decision, 
the 
Su- 
reme Court ruled today that 
under the Taft - Hartley I#aw 
state courts have the power to 
enforce state laws limiting or 
banning 
so-called 
“ agency 
shop" agreements in labor union 
contracts. 
The 
decision 
came 
as 
a 
setback to union attorneys who 
had contended that the National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
had jurisdiction to set aside such 
state restrictions. An 
agency 
shop clause requires that work­ 
ers covered by the agreement 
must pay monthly service fees 
in lieu of dues if they do not 
join the union. 
The Supreme Court decided 
last June that the agency shop 
—now included in about 6 of 
every 
IOO contracts—-is 
valid 
cr federal law. 
But today’s 8 to 0 vote upheld 
a Florida Supreme Court find­ 
ing that state tribunals could 
void a contract with an agency 
shop provision 
if 
it violated
